UNITED  STATES  PATTERNS 

Patterns  have  always  been  a very  interesting  series,  de- 
picting as  they  do  the  history  of  our  American  Coinage.  We 
often  wonder  why  some  of  the  proposed  designs,  so  much  more 
beautiful  and  meaningful  than  the  regular  designs,  were 
discarded. 

A new  collecting  scheme  has  been  adopted  by  many  who 
acquire  the  Patterns  of  the  particular  series  in  which  they 
specialize.  Others  collecting  a particular  date  get  the  patterns 
struck  in  that  year.  It  all  makes  for  considerably  greater 
interest.  Try  it! 

The  standard  work  on  this  subject  is  by  Adams  and  Woodin 
and  references  are  to  that  book:  AW  51,  etc.  Reprints  are 
available  at  the  NUMISMATIC  GALLERY  at  $3.50,  a few 
originals  at  only  $6.00. 
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A recent  publication,  "U.  S.  Pattern  Coin  Handbook,"  writ- 
ten by  Col.  James  W.  Curtis,  breaks  the  entire  series  down  to 
types  in  a manner  intended  to  interest  the  beginner.  (Price, 
$1.50.)  All  Patterns  are  proofs  unless  otherwise  indicated.  I his 
offering  includes  Col.  Curtis'  Collection  as  well  as  two  other 
consignments.
